The gains of the miners are estimated at from 18 to 20 
cent an hour, approximately three times the average value 
of the pie-in-the-sky type of pensions which are accepted 
by the steel and auto union leaders.-The mine union 
broke the wage-freeze “steel formula” by winning a raise 
of about nine cents an hour in addition to insuring its $100- 
ened and welfare plan by an additional 10 cents 
a ton.
